§ 14-16-3-9 AREA LIGHTING REGULATIONS.

The location of the lighting fixture together with its cut-off angle shall be such that it does not
directly shine on any public right-of-way or any other residential premises;

It shall not have an off-site luminance greater than 1,000 footlamberts; it shall not have an off-site
luminance greater than 200 footlamberts measured from any private property in a residential zone.

Where on-site lighting is provided, the location of all light poles shall be indicated on the site plan.

For sites smaller than five acres, the maximum height of a light pole, measured from the finished
grade to the top of the pole, shall be 20 feet.

For sites five or more acres, the maximum height of a light pole, measured from the finished grade
to the top of the pole, shall be 30 feet.

The maximum height of a light pole, measured from the finished grade to the top of the pole, within
100 feet of a residential zone shall be 16 feet.
